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SPRAYPEC's Ongoing Legacy 

Commission inquiry set to resume November 23

The RCMP Public Com- 
plaints Commission's inquiry into 
the activity of its officers at last 
November's APEC summit is set to 
resume on Nov. 23 . The inquiry was 
put on hold while allegations that 
thechainmanof the inquiry, Gerald 
Morin, was biased were addressed. 
This most recent setback is only one 
of many incidents that arc making 
this hearing more of a circus than a 
serious inquiry. 

The incident that provoked 
this entire uproar occurred during 
the Asia-Pacific Economic Co-Op- 
eration summit during the weekend 
of Nov. 24-25 of last year. Many 
prominent Asian leaders attended 
this summit including then presi- 
dent of Indonesia, President Suharto. 
Students at UBC, where the confer- 
ence was held, planned to protest the 
presence of some of these leaders 
due to their record of human rights 
abuses. During the course of their 
protesting the students were con- 
fronted by the RCMP and several 
students were treated to a shower of 
pepper-spray. Following this, a 
number of students were arrested 
and detained. Several female pro- 
testers were strip searched. 

As a result of this calloused 
act and other questionable actions 
by the RCMP - including ordering 
protesters to remove signs - forty- 
nine individual complaints were filed 
and the APEC inquiry was bom. 
The objectives of the inquiry are to 
decide whether the RCMP used ex- 
cessive force by applying pepper 
spray to suppress the crowd and to 
determine whether the Prime Minis- 
ter's Office was directly involved in 
ordering these actions. This latter 
objective is of great significance con- 
sidering the f)olitical repercussions 
that could result if it is discovered 
that the PMO did indeed have some 
direct involvement, and then at- 
tempted to cover it up, as the com- 
plainants contend. 

Loose Tongue 

There have been numerous 
roadblocks erected to stand in the 
way of the progress of this hearing, 
not the least of which are the allega- 
tions that Solicitor-General Andy 
Scott, whom the final repon from 
this inquiry is to be presented to, had 
already prejudged the outcome. An 
MP for the New Democratic Party, 
Dick PrcK'tor. said he overheard Mr. 
Scott telling his scatmatc on a flight 
home from Halifax that the outcome 
of the inquiry would be to implicate 
a few RCMP officers and that one. 
Staff Sgt. Hugh Stewart, would take 
the blame. This revelation caused 
an uproar in the House of Commons 
where Mr. Scott and Prime Minister 
Jean Chretien were faced with a 
deluge of questions from the Oppti- 
sition over a f>crit>d of several days 
concerning this matter. 

Mr. Scott was being called 
upon to resign in face of this inci- 
dent. Numerous MPs from the Re- 
form party and the NDP indicated 
that Mr. Scott should step down due 
to his bungling. Even several Lib- 
eral MPs were said to want this. But 



the Prime Minister was heard de- 
fending his minister on more than 
one occasion, implying that he has 
faith in a man who is obviously inept 
at controlling his tongue. 

If indeed Mr. Scott has pre- 
judged the outcome of the inquiry, it 
is clear that fairness will have gone 
the way of popular support for Mike 
Harris in Ontario universities. In this 
scenario neither side would be given 
the opportunity to have their views 
heard by anyone that would have a 
say in the final report. Needless to 
say this incident has struck several 
nerves amongst all the parties in- 
volved. 

Paltry Documentation 

Another controversy that has 
developed is the lack of documenta- 
tion presented by the PMO regarding 
security at last year's summit. Con- 
sidering the obviously controversial 
nature of the actions of the RCMP, it 
would seem that keeping extensive 
records of what went on would be 
wise. Based on the paltry quantity of 
documents presented by the PMO, it 
would seem that this was not done. 
The complainants at the inquiry have 
suggested that the relatively scant 
amount of files given as evidence by 
the PMO could be a sign that there is 
some sort of cover up going on with 
respect to the involvement of PM 
Jean Chretien and his staff in the 
treatment of protesters. 

This theory would appear to 
gain some credence in light of the 
prime minister's .reluctance to ad- 
dress this issue directly. When 
pressed about this issue, the prime 
minister curtly dances around the 
question and replies that he is just as 
interested in the truth in this matter as 
anyone else. How quaint. But it does 
not answer the question. And this is 
precisely what has the students at the 
hearing so distressed. They fear that 
evidence of the prime minister's in- 
volvement may have been destroyed 
or it might be that this evidence is 
being withheld to protect himself and 
his staff. 

Legal Representation 

The question of legal repre- 
sentation for the students has also 
emerged as an issue that has caused 
significant turmoil at the inquiry. The 
federal government decreed that it 
would not cover the legal costs of the 
students while it foots the bill for the 
costs incurred by the RCMP. While 
it is true that the government is not 
required to pay the lawyer's bills for 
the students, such a gesture would 
certainly do a lot to boost the faith of 
the complainants and the public in 
the government's claim that it seeks 
the truth. 

Without legal representation 
the students' voices will definitely 
not be heard to the extent that they 
would hope. These actions are also 
being used by the students to suggest 
that PM Jean Chretien is, in actuality, 
afraid of the truth coming out. 

Some of the students have 
chosen to represent themselves in 
wake of this news but as they are not 
trained lawyers their skills will most 
certainly not measure up to that of a 
seasoned veteran of the law. Butrest

assured that the RCMP have been 
given the best law team that the gov- 
ernment's money can buy. Is it just 
me or does this seem a bit fishy? 

Chairman Biased 

The most recent stalling tactic 
employed at the hearings has been 
the claim that the chairman of the 
inquiry, Gerald Morin, is biased 
against the RCMP. One RCMP of- 
ficer. Constable Russell Black, has 
said that he recalls overhearing acon- 
versation between Mr. Morin and 
another man at a Prince Albert casino 
in which Mr. Morin allegedly said 
that he felt the RCMP had used too 
much pepper spray in their attempts 
to disperse the crowd. Now, this 
alleged conversation happened six 
months earlier in a crowded casino. 
But since the allegations are quite 
serious, and if true would jeopardize 
the impartiality of the panel, the in- 
quiry was halted while a federal court 
ruled on the matter. 

A Saskatchewan Native leader 
has come forward and said that he 
mav be the man that Mr. Morin was 



talking to when he allegedly said 
these things. Terry Sanderson says 
that he recalls sitting next to Mr. 
Morin in the casino around the time 
that Constable Black claims to have 
heard these statements. Mr. Sander- 
son says that when he pressed Mr. 
Morin about the APEC issue he was 
politely told that it was an issue that 
he, Mr. Morin, could not discuss. 

Tliis discovery completely 
contradicts the claim of Constable 
Black but it remains unclear if Mr. 
Sanderson is the mystery man that 
was at the table beside Mr. Morin on 
the night that the statements were 
allegedly made. Constable Black can- 
not recall who else was sitting at the 
table. Conveniently though, he re- 
calls exactly what was said. I guess it 
is unfortunate that Constable Black 
did not keep an accurate record of 
what he had seen and heard. 

In any case, the federal court 
ruled that it wants the decision of 
whether Mr. Morin is biased against 
the RCMP to be an internal one and it 
turned the case over to the panel 
convening over the hearings. The 



decision is pending as of this writing 
but as previously mentioned the in- 
quiry is set to resume on Nov. 23. 

All of these incidents and sev- 
eral others, including the claim that a 
CBC reporter was not repxjrting im- 
partially and the filing of charges 
against one of the key participants at 
the protest for destroying a federal 
ballot, have led to a great deal of 
distraction from the issue at hand. 

Were the RCMP justified in 
spray i ng protesters w i th peppxir spray 
or was this action overzealous? Was 
the PMO directly involved in order- 
ing the spraying? TTiese are the ques- 
tions that the panel of three judges are 
supposed to answer. TTieir job is 
being made difficult by the constant 
development of delays perpetrated 
by the government and the RCMP. 
All of these incidents have left the 
students feeling battered and bruised 
in their battle to find answers. But 
one must keep the words of Mr. 
Reznor in mind when dealing with 
politicians and the RCMP: 'Look 
through these blackened eyes. You 
will see ten thousand lies."

The Job Search: "Networking"

In my last two columns I wrote about finding information on the Net 
about self-assessment and jobs. This week I want to talk about the other sort 
of "networking"; that which involves contacting other people, getting infor- 
mation from them and giving information to them. Your fingers can do only 
so much of the talking: people are your best resource. 

Networking is a way of gathering information, making contact and, 
we hope, getting jobs. Ask anybody how they found their job, full-time or 
part-time and I am sure that most replies will be that they knew somebody, 
who knew somebody, etc. The good networker will be able to get feedback 
on themself, find out about different jobs, make contact with key people and 
finally be in the right place when the job opens. So you can start now to 
develop your networking skills, even if you're in first year and not thinking 
of a permanent job. 

To network, you start where you are, with family and friends and 
acquaintances. You ask for their feedback and information about whatever 
concerns you at this particular point in time. "I'm thinking of going into 
teaching, accounting, etc. What do you think? Do you know of anybody who 
does that sort of work? Will you introduce me?" Schoolteachers, professors, 
other students are all good sources of information with their own network of 
contacts on which you might draw. There is no limit to your potential 
network, and the nice thing about networking is that it uses the simplest of 
methods, communication or talking to other people. TTiough this is easier for 
some than others, talking to people is a skill that most of us possess already. 

Your own networking may be very organized - making lists of 
contacts, taking notes, building a "network file" - or you may prefer to do it 
informally. The more urgent and important your goal, the more organized 
and deliberate you will want to be. 

Some excellent forms of networking are the following: 

• Volunteering. It offers experience, information, and contacts. 
Information interviewing. Locating and talking to people who are doing 
the sort of work that interests you; what do they do? How did they qualify 
and get there? 

Attending conferences or workshops where you would meet people 
doing the work that interests you. 

• Joining associations or clubs in the area of interest. For examples, at 
Laurentian there is a very active student medical club. 

So, get networking and build up the knowledge and contacts that will 
help you when it comes to getting that job.

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Native Self-Government 
Summit at LU

On Thursday, November 5, 
an attempt was made to understand 
the complex issues behind the debate 
over Native self-government. A 
Native Self-Govemment Summit was 
held at Canisius Hall at the Univer- 
sity of Sudbury. It was an excellent 
opportunity to ask questions of au- 
thorities on the issue, in order to try to 
figure out exactly what the obstacles 
to and incentives for Native self- 
government are. Speakers present 
were Calvin Craigan, past Chief of 
the Sechelt First Nation; Eugene 
Manitowabi, Deputy Grand Chief for 
the Union of Ontario Indians; Herbert 
Nabigon, with the Assembly of First 
Nations; and Meeka Kilabuk, first 
Inuk member of the Canadian Arctic 
Resources Committee. 

Calvin Craigan spoke about 
his people's struggle for self-gov- 
ernment in Sechelt, BC. He became 
Chief of the Sechelt First Nation in 
the 1 970s, and ever since then, he has 
been working towards the day when 
his people can govern themselves. 

The Sechelt First Nation has 
had true self-government for 1 2 years, 
but the plans for sovereignty began 
long before 1 986 - Sechelt drafted its 
own constitution in the 1960s. The 
then Minister of Indian Affairs - a 
certain Mr. Jean Chretien - was asked 
to come to Sechelt to help them 
achieve their goal. Chretien told them, 
"I'll help you, but you must help 
yourselves. You must develop your 
people, and you must develop your 
land and your resources." 

The Sechelt First Nation fol- 
lowed his advice and began develop- 
ing their territory, improving its value, 
so that it was a more desirable place 
to live. Waterfront property jumped 
in value and helped increase the size 
of the Sechelt bank account. Young 
people were trained to help manage 
the new government and take up 
important positions in the commu- 
nity, and slowly, the Sechelt Self- 
Govemment was built. Now, re- 
sources such as trees and animals, 
once indiscriminately harvested by 
the BC government, are slowly re- 
turning, and things look hopeful for 
the Sechelt territory. 

The Sechelt band is the first 
self-governing band in its territory. 
Its government is separate from the 
government of BC, and has laws 
more specific to Sechelt territory. 
When the idea of the Sechelt self- 
government was first proposed, the 
government of BC strongly opposed 
the idea; now, however, the two gov- 
ernments frequently work side by 
side, with partnerships and shared 
positions to help their province func- 
tion more smoothly. 

Herbert Nabigon is an 
Ojibway, and a member of the Loon 
Clan. He outlined five things he says 
are necessary to any successful self- 
government: 

- the power to determine 
one's own form of government. 

No one should be able to dic- 
tate how the government will func- 
tion except the government itself 

- the power to define condi- 
tions for membership in the body 
governed. 

A government must be able to 
decide who may live under its juris- 



diction; citizens cannot simply be 
assigned. 

- the power to enforce laws 
and administer justice. 

A government without the 
power to make sure its own laws are 
followed is an impotent government 
- or no government at all. 

- the power to tax. 
Native communities require more 
money to make necessary changes 
beyond government grants, and taxa- 
tion is one way to increase cash flow. 

- the power to regulate do- 
mestic relations within the nation. 

The main hurdle to getting 
these rights back, Nabigon said, is 
the Indian Act. As "legislation based 
solely on race," Nabigon called the 
Act unfair, especially since Native 
self-government is completely legiti- 
mate. It is recognized by the Royal 
Proclamation of 1763, by interna- 
tional law, and by Canadian law it- 
self 

To try to change attitudes 
about self-government, Nabigon said 
the steps to bring about self-govern- 
ment must be compared to the col- 
ours of the Anishinabek Nation. Red 
represents the sun rising in the morn- 
ing, and the beginning of the use of 
new rules. Yellow represents rela- 
tionships, and the need for their regu- 
lation for a peaceful community. 
Black represents self-reliance, and 
the need for Native communities to 
put faith in themselves. White repre- 
sents strength - Native communities 
have the power to govern themselves. 
Finally, green represents healing, and 
the way self-government will help 
mend some of the wounds between 
Native communities and the federal 
and provincial governments. 

Eugene Manitowabi, Deputy 
Grand Chief of the Union of Ontario 
Indians (UOI), discussed the need for 
Native jjeoples to work together. The 
purpose of the UOI is to enable Na- 
tive peoples to talk to each other, so 
that they can learn from each other 
and start to rebuild their societies. 
"We can all learn from one another 
how advanced we are and how far we 
still need to go." said Manitowabi. 
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He warned, however, of the 
obstacles facing Native communi- 
ties. Residential School Syndrome is 
still a powerful factor in many peo- 
ples' lives, and encroaching legisla- 
tion is making many communities 
fear for their territories. Manitowabi 
said that other scKJetics must help 
Native people achieve self-govern- 
ment. "Our people need to believe 
that they have the right and the capac- 
ity to believe that they are special 
people who have contributed to this 




country." By supporting the return of 
jurisdiction and not fearing the settle- 
ment of land claims, non-native com- 
munities can ease the Native self- 
government transition 
immeasureably. 

Meeka Kilabuk is from the 
future territory of Nunavut; she lives 
on Baffin Island. She spoke about the 
obstacles Inuit communities faced in 
getting Nunavut recognized as a Ca- 
nadian territory. 

On April 1, 1999, Nunavut 
(which means "our land" in the Inuit 
language) will be recognized as Cana- 
da's third territory. It represents 
twenty years of planning by Arctic 
residents. In 1 971, the Inuit commu- 
nities of upper Canada organized to 
put forward the idea of a new Cana- 
dian territory. Since then, they have 
settled their land claims, are starting 
their own government, and have be- 
gun an international Inuit organiza- 
tion, which includes Inuit communi- 
ties from Siberia, Greenland, and 
other circumpolar areas all around 
the globe. 

Nunavut was proposed as part 
of Inuit land claims. A new territory 
was required, as Yellowknife, capi- 
tal of the Northwest Territories, was 
too far away to be useful to areas 
even further north. Three plebiscites 
and many votes were required for 
Nunavut to become a reality. Finally 
in 1993, the Canadian government 
released two pieces of legislation: 
one carving out an eastern section of 
the Northwest Territories and the 
islands above it, and one dubbing 
said section Nunavut. 

The new government of 
Nunavut aims to protect all of its 



residents, regardless of religion or of 
race. Nunavut docs not have any 
ownership of Crown land or any pro- 
vincial immunity, but it will have its 
own MP and its own senator. 

Nunavut is not completely 
dependent on the Canadian govern- 
ment for ca.sh flow, either. It has 
many mineral resources, including 
oil, lead, zinc, and a multitude of 
metals found in a myriad of mines 
across its landscape. There are also 
many forms of wildlife, which help 
support Nunavut citizens who hunt 
for a living, and also make Nunavut 
very attractive to sport hunters and 
anglers who are looking for a true 
wilderness experience. It will also 
have many protective parks, where 
Nunavut's floraand fauna will be left 
untouched. 

The Nunavut government will 
be divided into three administrative 
areas, with two levelsof government: 
one territorial, with a 19-memberleg- 
islative assembly; one municipal, with 
individual community governments 
for each of Nunavut's 27 communi- 
ties. Priorities for Nunavut govern- 
ments include increasingemployment 
rates, which currently hoverat around 
30%. The set goal is 50% Inuit em- 
ployment in the public sector by April 
1999. Kilabuk is optimistic about 
Nunavut's prospects, dubbing the 
new territory "a bold experiment and 
a wonderful opp<irtunity."

And then 
after school, I had to go to a 
minimum-wage paying job to try to 
alleviate the stress.

When I arrived 
home, I turned on the TV (now with- 
out cable) to see how the Leafs fared. 
As I waited for the scores to be shown, 
I opened my mail and, among the 
past-due bills, there was a letter from 
a credit card company offering me 
the "can't miss opportunity" to have 
my very own platinum credit card (I 
loved the irony). But, before the 
scores could be presented, I was 




forced to sit through sound-bites of 
MB A players complaining about their 
salaries. And while I sat there, I 
couldn't help but be annoyed. 

In the first two weeks of this year's 
NBA strike, the players have lost 
over $100 million in salaries alone. 
If the strike were resolved today, 
analysts believe that the number 
would rise to over $700 million be- 
fore the season could be started. Now, 
maybe it's just me, but is this not 
totally absurd? 

I think that it is a sorry state of 




affairs when guys like 
Shaquille O'Neal are quoted 
as being "upset" with his 
palU7 $15 million salary. 
That is a sum that I cannot 
even imagine, yet he sees it 
necessary to dismiss it as 
frugal. And it's not just 
him; it's all the players who 
are on strike that bother me. 
I'll grant that bonding to- 
gether in unions is great and 
using the union's power to 
enact change is even better, 
but, there has to be a limit 
somewhere. 

And it's not just basket- 
ball that bothers me, but the 
rest of the professional 
sports as well. Mike Pi- 
azza, of the New York Mets, 
recently signed for$l 1 mil- 
lion a season, and Eric 
Lindros holding out last sea- 
son for $8 million, and 
Michael Jordan, afew years 
back, signing a one-season 
contract for $25 million dollars. 

This is just fine and dandy if the 
owners want to give it to them. I 
would never turn down $1 1 million 
dollars for playing baseball but, on 
the other hand, I would never refuse 
to play if I were offered a couple 
million less. Professional sports can- 
not be easy, but are their jobs really 
tougher than a miner or factory- 
worker? I'm not so sure. 

And with their hold-out this year, 
the NBA players are hurting a great 
many people that rely on them for 
their livelihoods. Sports bars and 
restaurants rely on the NBA to bring 
in business and with the NBA gone, 
they are having trouble surviving. It 
has been estimated diat millions of 
dollars have already been lost in the 
markets that support these teams The 
money that is lost is out of the pockets 
of students like me who work for 
minimum wage in the stadiums, res- 
taurants, and bars that rely on profes- 
sional sports for their business So, 
as the strike continues, and more and 
more money is lost, I have lost all my 
sympathy with the players who I, as 
a child, idolized TTiey used to be 
what I would strive to be, now they're 
exactly what I hope I never become.

Canada's Unemployment Rate Drops 



Canada's unemployment rate fell 0.2 percentage points to 8.1 
percent in October, the lowest jobless rate since July 1990. There 
were 57,200 new jobs created in the month as full-time employment 
surged 83,900 and part-time jobs declined 26,800. 

A Reuters survey of economists had forecast the unemployment 
rate would be unchanged at 8.3 percent and unemployment would 
grow by 18,400. The federal agency said October's job gains were 
widespread among industries, with goods-producing jobs increasing 
by 38,000 and service-sector jobs rising by 19,000. Manufacturing 
employment increased by 43,000, almost all in non-durables, after 
three consecutive monthly decline totalling 1 10,000. 

Statscan reported that "employment is now back at the level 
observed at the start of the year. This lack of growth stands in shaip 
contrast to an increase of 5.0 percent over the same period in 1997." 
Employment in the construction industry rose 16,000 bringing the 
gain since December to 43,000 - representing a growth rate of 5.7 
percent, more than triple the rate over the same period last year. 
Health and social service jobs rose by 16,000 in October, while 
finance, insurance and real estate employment grew by 27,000. 
Following eight months of little movement, the number of workers in 
transportation, storage, and communications jumped by 44,000.

Sales Over the Web Are Up 

A growing number of Canadians are routinely using their credit 
cards to buy products over the internet, a new survey suggests. 
Though the number of consumers who do this remains small, the 
survey points to some surprising changes in attitudes towards the 
security of such transactions and what is actually being bought on- 
line. 

The countrywide poll, conducted by research company Data 
Corp., showed that only 70, or 3.5 percent, of 2000 adults surveyed 
last month were using the internet to buy goods and services. Still, 
that is an increase of 40 percent when compared with a survey done 
in October 1997, said Michael O'Neil, IDC's Canadian general 
manager. 

More importantly, the poll suggests that "there's been a tremen- 
dous surge in the use of credit cards" among internet shoppers. 
Between September and October of this year, some 321,000 con- 
sumers completed purchases on-line using a credit card, the study 
suggested. That is an increase of 5 percent when compared with the 
same period last year. 

Again, the numbers are tiny when compared with traditional 
retail sales. But the Information Technology Association of Canada, 
which sponsored the poll, is convinced that Canadian retailers could 
caish in on this trend. 

The survey also concluded that consumer confidence in the 
security of internet transactions is up a great deal from previous 
years.

While the Laurentian campus 
can be quite beautiful and students 
can enjoy the climate, wildlife, and 
winter activities, there are some signs 
students should beware of, especially 
if experiencing them for the first time. 

Whether experiencing snow 
for the first time or you are all to 
familiar with Sudbury weather, it is 
important to understand how to dress 
for the climate. While most people 
agree that winter jackets and boats 
are a must it is also important to keep 
fingers, toes, and ears protected.

Surviving a Sudbury Winter 



Frostbite similar to a skin 
bum, is a condition where the skin, 
and sometimes deeper tissues, actu- 
ally become frozen. The nose, checks, 
ears, fingers, and toes, are common 
areas of frostbite. 

The symptoms of frostbite 
may start with the area initially hav- 
ing a painful pin-prick sensation and 
then becoming cold, hard, and numb. 
This may occur quickly especially if 
it is windy and the skin is exposed. 

Splotches of pale opaque and 
yellowish-white areas may appear on 
the exposed skin. These areas gradu- 
ally spread. Frostbite occurs as the 
body, getting colder, withdraws blood 
from the extremities to keep vital 
organs warm. 

If there is no feeling in the 
exposed areas then try to get some- 



where warm. If this is not possible 
then cover the frozen skin so it will 
eventually thaw out. Let your body 
thaw out with heat from within, do 
not touch the skin to warm it. 

When the skin is thawing it 
will be painful and the areas can 
turn black and blue as blood col- 
lects under the skin's surface. Do 
not attempt warming by exercise, 
massage, or rubbing the skin, it may 
further damage the skin cells. If the 
skin is damaged severely see a doc- 
tor. Remember this can be avoided 
by wearing warm clothing and cov- 
ering extremities when outside. 

Rabies or Hydrophobia is 
caused by an organism which en- 
ters the blood as a result of a bite by 
an animal suffering from the afflic- 
tion, which attacks the nerve cells. 



If you are bitten by an animal you 
suspect may be a carrier, you should 
see a doctor so an anti-rabies treat- 
ment can be initiated. In humans, symp- 
toms of rabies can appear from 10 
days to up to two years after the time 
they were bitten. 

Most animals infected with ra- 
bies appear unnaturally tame, and may 
lose their fear of humans. In Ontario, 
approximately 40% (1 500 cases) of 
the total rabies incidents reported in- 
volved foxes. WTiile some animals ap- 
pear more tame than usual, others may 
become vicious and agitated. 

Once the lakes are covered with 
Ice many people like to walk, skate, 
ski, and use other means to travel over 
the ice surfaces. While many people 
travel over the lakes in the Sudbury 
area, it is important to note that most 




ice should be checked for thickness 
before traveling on it. Local weather 
and news repyorts may indicate which 
lakes are safe to travel on. 

If this information is not at- 
tainable the guideline for ice thick- 
ness is as follows: 10 cm or thicker 
for walking, ice fishing, and skating. 
18 cm or thicker for snowmobiling. 
20-30 cm or thicker for all terrain 
vehicles. While these are guidelines 
forjudging if the ice is safe, remem- 
ber that currents under the ice can 
affect the thickness as well as the 
type of ice. 

Avoid areas that look weak or 
where water is visible above the ice. 
Many of the area's more popular lakes 
have markers to let people know 
where the ice is thin or weak. 



The Other Animals on Campus!

With 750 acres of woodlands 
and five lakes surrounding Lauren- 
tian's campus it is not uncommon to 
encounter the wildlife of this area. 
Whether walking to the pit, hiking 
around the trails, or looking out the 
window, evidence of their presence 
is everywhere. Once the snow falls it 
will be easier to find the tracks made 
by the local wildlife. 

One of the more common 
sightings on campus is the red fox. 
These animals have orange or yel- 
low-red back and sides, white chin, 
chest, and tail tip. They make their 



dens by burrowing into the ground up 
to 25 m long, often in dry, sandy, 
south-facing hillsides, or in old 
groundhog burrows, with several 
entrances. Often they live along for- 
est edges. 

Foxes live up to 12 years in 
the wild and have an average running 
speed of 45 km/h. Their diet can 
consist of voles, mice, rabbits, chip- 
munks, squirrels, berries, nuts, and 
grass. On campus you may see them 
running across the paths. If they 
app>ear friendly or unafraid, don't 
approach them as they may be rabid. 
Fox tracks can be identified by the 
front foot 4.5 cm wide and 5-6 cm 
long with four toes. 

Black Bears have been known 



to wander down to the edge of the 
forest in search of food, however 
November marks the beginning of 
the hibernation period so it is not 
likely that one will be seen on or 
near campus. Black bears spend the 
winter months in dens they dug out 
under roots of trees, rock crevices, 
or brush. Black Bear tracks are hind 
foot 18 cm long, resembling a wide 
human foot, front foot 10 cm long. 
Beavers or Beaver dams may 
be seen on the lakes that are sur- 
rounding campus. Beavers spend 
most of the winter in their domed 
lodges of branches and mud, about 2 
m high and 4-8 m wide above the 
water line. They are hollowed out 
from an underwater entrance. They 




are usually built at the center of ponds 
or the side of deep lakes. 

The dams they create help to 
keep the body of water deep enough 
not to freeze in the winter. This area of 
the bottom of the lake grows the water 
plants beavers eat in the summer. Their 
tracks are noticeable by the front foot 
6- 10 cm long and hand like, with five 
fingers, the back feet are webbed and 
can be 1 3- 1 6 cm long. At times the tail 
dragging also leaves a track. 

Chipmunks may be the most 
common animal to observe on cam- 
pus. These small animals usually have 
nine stripes and are 1 4- 1 6 cm in length. 
In the fall months they spend time 
hoarding food in readiness for hiber- 
nation which starts in November. These 



small animals are often seen scurry- 
ing across paths and more often are 
heard and not seen under the fallen 
leaves. 

Garter Snake may be seen 
on the campus paths before they hi- 
bernate for the winter. These snakes 
are not poisonous and are recogniz- 
able by their usually three yellow 
stripes on a black, brown, or green 
background. This snake's diet may 
includes frogs, earthworms, insects, 
mice, small birds and fish. Most gar- 
ter snakes hibernate in large groups 
in rock piles, crevices, stumps and 
decayed root passages a meter or 
more beneath the ground.

Avez-vous remarqu6, ce temps-ci, le nombre de fleurs qui pousse 
autour de nous? De belles petites fleurs rouge-sang? Ce sont des fleurs biens 
speciales, car elles ne fleurissent q'une fois par an - dans le froid hivemale 
du debut novembre. Ces fleurs, bien-sur, sont des coquelicots. Peut-etre le 
temps est venu pour un lefon sur I'histoire de cette petite fleur magistrale. • 

Le coquelicot a 6t6 adoptee en 1921, par 1 'association des anciens 
combattants de la Grande Guerre («The Great War Veteran's Association»), 
comme fleur officielle du souvenir a la suite de la suggestion de Madame E. 
Guerin, une Franfaise. Cependant 1 'histoire du coquelicot remonte bien plus 
loin que cela. 

Un correspondant pendant les guerres napol^oniennes a 6crit au 
sujet du grand nombre de coquelicots qui fleurissaient sur les tombeaux des 
soldats morts dans la region des «Flandres», en France. En d^pit de ceci, peu 
de coquelicots fleurissaient dans la region des Flandres avant la premiere 
guerre mondiale. Mais durant les bombardements intenses de cette guerre les 
terrains crayeux sont devenus riches de chaux.ce qui favorisait les coquelicots. 
Apres la guerre, la chaux a ete absorbee et les coquelicots sont de nouveau 
disparus. 

Mais ces petites fleurs seront immortalisees dans les esprits du 
monde grace a un poeme ecrit par le lieutenant colonel John McCrae, 
medecin militaire canadien, intituld «In Flanders Fields* («Aux Champ 
d'Honneur»). Le poeme fait r6f6rence «au champ d'honneur» mais le sujet 
en est un qui est tres r^pandu : la crainte des morts qu'ils soient oubli6s, que 
leur mort ait €Xt en vain. Par le Souvenir - et le symbole du coquelicot - nous 
d^mentons cette crainte; nous rappelons de ces 1 16 031 canadiens morts au 
champ de bataille.

Former Buffalo Sabres Coach, 
Ted Nolan, spoke to LU students this 
week as part of Native Awareness 
Week.

The game began with the 
Wesmen ahead 22-11 midway 
through the first half.

The Wesmen 
took the ball, but Biggs got it back on 
a rebound and passed it off to Joey 
Turco. Turco found Dwayne Burton 
on the post, and he gave the ball to 
Patrick Brandt who drove it in for 
two. 

The Wesmen put the ball back 
into play, but Turco recovered it for 
the Vees. Turco passed to Biggs, 
who was fouled by John Penner.

We also had a 
couple of lapses, but we're going to 
keep working hard and let the game 
come to us. We have the potential to 
be a great team, but we've still got to 
improve." 

When Brandt was asked if the 
team 's goal was still to get to Halifax, 
he had a simple reply: "Always."
